Congress adjourned sine die on last Mon- 
day, ‘and'Kansas js nof admitted. The oc- 
easton is opportune for a brief review of our 
listory, and of the treatment we have’ re- 
ceived at the hands ‘of the now dominant 
Democratic party. Tn one sense the subject 
is’ stale, Our people have contended so 
long for their just rights, and have become 
so acoustomed to having those rights tram- 
pled under foot, that many of them have 
weariod both of the struggle and of its. con- 
templation,, Yet the masses stand firm, 
and to those who have determined ‘‘ never 
to give up the ship,” a euryey of whe whole 
field may not be unwelcome, 

It is now six years since the first strag- 

ling settlers entered the Territory. A po- 
fiteat cofiyulsion had justshaken the Count 
try to its yery centre, The ordinance 
which secured’ Kansas by law to Freedom 
had been stricken down, and the word had 
gone forth to the people, to “go up and 
possess the land.” Kansas was pointed out 
ag the field’ whereon the opposing. princi- 
ples of freedom and slavery were to mect 
and peacefully contend for the mastery. 
Fron the first, the Free-Stute ‘settlers were 
largely in the ‘preponderaiice,, But true to 
the instincts ‘and principles of alavery, its 
supporters ‘were determined’ that no ‘fair 
contest should be had. A'system) which 
rests ypon-force as its only basis, naturally 
Appealéd to force when it saw itself unable 
{0 appeal''to’ votes’ Blue! Lodies were in 
full Dlast in Missouri, arid the ‘secret emis+ 
saries 6f the slave propaganda. were busily 
at work all over the South, raising men and 
money. The’ storm burst ut the very’ fi 
election. A’wholesale invasion from Mis- 
souri took place, the polls were seized, and, 
out of a total vote of twenty-eight hundred, 
over seventevh hundred: were cast by the 
invader This was at the eleetion for dele:

The Lecompton Constitutional Conyen- 
tidn, guarded by United States cannon from 
the yengeance Of an outragéd people, was, 
meanwhile, sitting, at Lecompton, and had 
frained ‘a pro-slavery Constitution, and re- 
fused to submit it to ‘the people.’! Actin; 
Governor Stinton called the newly electe: 
Free State Legislature together, to submit 
that Coustitution to the people. The mo- 
ment this was known at Washington, that 
moment Goy, Stanton was removed, and 
tho bloody Denver appointed in his place, 
But the Legislatare had been Jegally aggem- 
bled, and met and submitted that Gonstitu 
tion to the people. ‘The people trampled 
it under foot to the tune of 10,000 majority. 
The President picked it up from the mire, 
where the people had left it, and undertook 
to put it through Congre: It was the 
last desperate Hope of the pro-slavéry party. 
The. President, disregarding his solemn 
pledges, unmindful of the rights of the peo- 
ple of Kansas, and forgetful even of public 
decency, uscd every applianée which power 
could invent or corruption ‘suggest to com- 
plete this great crime ogainst a free people. 
He failed, ond, as 4 final resort, attempted 
tobribe the people whom. he had failed to 
intimidate or force. , The English bill, with 
its huge land grants, if, the people would 
accept of slavery, was passed, The people 
of Kansas spurned it: with ineffable con- 
tempt. The virtue which had _ resisted 
violence aud, outrage did not yield to the 
seduction of gold. 

The yictory of Freedom was thus com- 
plete. henceforth Kansas was marked ns 
the object of persecution, The yery next 
season, the lands of the settlers, who had 
yet had no time to reeoyer from the losses 
of the years of strife through whicn they 
had passed, were forced into market. Many 
alittle home, where patient industry, Had 
toiled, was sold to fill) the coffers of the 
power that had plundered us. Th 
secured theiv farms did so by morty 
them to the usurer. 

Last year our peaple'framed and adopted 
a Constitution, Every form-of legal tech- 
nicality was ‘sernpulously complied with. 
‘After a full and fair discussion, it yas 
adopted by an overwhelming majority. We 
applied: last winter for admission. ;The 
House of Representatives, fresh from. the 
people, acceded at once to the justness of 
the request, but the Senate, pro-slavery 
and Democratic—the same Senate that two 
years ago passed a bill forcing us in fer a 
Slave Constitution—turned a deaf ear to 
our more just and: reasonable request, and 
spurned us from. the national halls. “Insult 
was udded to injury, forthe ruftian Senator 
from Missouri wilfully’ belied our early hig- 
tory, while drunken Wigfall, of Texas, was 
allowed to malign our people.

When we take a retrospect of the past, 
and remember the cowdrdly and suicidal

list of candidates. Popular sovereignty 
yas a convenient doctrine to preach in the 
campaign of 1856, for it meant pig or pup- 
py, just as it happened to suit the section 
in'which it was advocated, and like the 
Polk-Kane swindling tariff letter, could be 
defined toymean something or nothing, as 
occasion required, 

It is in accordance with the principle of 
popular sovereignty, to allow the people of 
a territory: to decide the character of their 
domestic institutions—it recognizes the 
doctrine of unftiendly legislation, conforms 
to the opinions of the Supreme Court, with 
reference to the right of the people of the 
South to take their slaves into the terri- 
tories and hold them there under the Con- 
stitution, and buchanan claimed that the

The prevailing opinion in Virginia ts 
against the spread of Slavery inour new Ter-

When Mr. Lincoln declaredithat a “house 
divided against itself must fall” and that 
the time must come when all the States of 
the Union would be either all free or all 
slave, the Democracy were horrified. They 
had forgotten that such men as Clay, Cal- 
houn, Webster, and one of their own lead- 
ers, Roger A. Pryor, had long before utter- 
ed the same sentiment. Ina speech be- 
fore the American Colonization Society, 
delivered January 1827, Mr. Clay said: 

‘We are reproached with doing mischief 
by the agitation of this question. The so- 
ciety goes into no household to disturb its 
domestic tranquility; it addresses itself to 
no slaves to weaken their obligations of 
obedience, It secks to affect no man’s 
property. It neither has the power nor the 
will to affect the property of any one, con- 
trary to his consent. The execution of its 
scheme would augment, instead. of dimin- 
ishing, the yalue of the property left be- 
hind. "The society, composed of free men, 
concerns itself only with the free. Collat- 
eral consequences, we are not responsible 
for. It is not, this society which has pro- 
duced the great moral revolution which the 
age exhibits. What would they, who, thus 
reproach us, hayo +done? IE they would 
repress all tendencies towards liberty and 
ultimate emancipation, they must do more 
than put down the benevolent efforts of 
this society—they must go back to the era 
of our liberty and independence, and muz- 
zle the cannon which thunders its annual 
joyous return; they must revive the slave 
trade, with all its train of atrocities; they 
must suppress the workings of British phi- 
lnnthrepy, seeking to ameliorate the condi- 
tion of the unfortunate West Indian slaves; 
they must arrest the career of South Ameri- 
can deliverance from thraldom; they must 
blow out the moral lights around us, and 
extinguish that greatest torch of all which 
America, presents, to a benighted world, 
pointing the way to their rights, their lib- 
erties and ;their happiness. And when 
they have achieved all these purposes, their 
work will be yet incomplete, They must 
penetrate the human soul, and eradicate 
the light of reason and the love of liberty. 
Then, und not till’ then, when universal 
darkness and despair prevail, can you per- 
petuate slavery and repress all sympathies 
and all. humane and benevolent efforts 
among freemen, in behalf of the unliappy 
portion of our race who are doomed to 
bondage.” / 

The language of Mr. Webster was: 


“He not only confidently, anticipated 
what the lapse of seven years since his de- 
cease has | witnessed, and is witnessing, that 
the newly-acquired: and  stewly-organized 
Territories of the Union would grow up into 
free States; but, it common with all or nears 
ly all the statesmen of the last generation, he 
belicved that free labor would ultimately' pre= 
vail throughout the countrg. He thought’ he 
saw that, in the operation of the same causes 
which have - produced tliis result in the 
Middle and’ Eastern States, it. was visibly 
taking place in the States north of the cot- 
ton-growing region; and he inclined to the 
opinion that there also, under the influence 
of physical and economical enuses, free la- 
bor would eventually be found most pro- 
ductive, and would therefore be ultimately 
established.” 

Mr. Calhoun said: 

“The war will last, between the two sec 
tions (the North and the South) while there 
isa Slave in'the South. The conflict will 
never terminate, The South, I fear, will not 
see it until it is too late. They will be- 
come more feeble every year, while the 
North will grow stronger and stronger. 


A Predlction, 


When Douglas aud Lincoln were can: 
yassing this State in 1858, Douglas’ was 
continually charging, in his usual bullying 
manner, that /the Republican party was 
sectional.

tates himself to-day that-all the Democrats 
of the Free) States are agreeing with him. 
Tf he has not thought of this, I commend 
to his consideration the evidence of his own 
declaration on this day, of his becoming 
sectional too. T see’it rapidly upproaching. 
Whatever may be the result of this epheme- 
ral contest between Judge Douglas and my- 
self, I seo the day rapidly, approaching when 
his |pill. of sectionalism hich he, has. been

Letter from Abrahani Lincoin. 
From the Augusta (Me.) Journta, 

The Republicans of Boston celebrated 
Thomas Jefferson's Birthday on, the, 13th 
of April, 1859. Among those invited to be 
present was the Hon, Abraham Lincoln, 
who responded in a letter of greatpower 
and of remarkable felicity of expression.—

After, diligent search), among 
some old *‘ clippings” we have succeeded in 
finding it, and with peculiar pleasure lay it 
before our readers, It is a, platform in it- 
self, worthy of the indorsement of all who 
believe in the fundamental doctrines of 
Free Government as taught by Thomas Jef; 
ferson. Here is the letter: 

Spninariexp, Illij April 6, 1859. ! 

Gestiewen: Your kind note, inviting 
me to attend a festival in Boston, on’ the 
13th inst,, in honor of the birthday of 
Thomas Jefferson, was duly received. Bly 
engagements are such that I cannot attend, 
Bearing in mind that about seventy years: 
ago two great political parties were formed 
in this country; that Thomas Jefferson was 
the head of one of them and Boston the 
headquarters of the other, it is both curious 
and interesting that those, supposed to de- 
scend politically from the, party dpposed to 
Jefferson, should now be. celebrating his 
birthday in their own original gent of em- 
pire, while those claiming political descent 
from him haye nearly ceased to breathe his 
name everywhere. “ 3
